High wind and 
wet snow. 

Remarks 

Snow depths ranged from 6 to 30 inches. Traffic disrupted for several days 
throughout most of the mountain counties. Schools closed in many 
plsces and at Meadows of Dan children were marooned in schooh for 2 
days. Cost of clearing highnals approximately $W,000. 

Property damaged. 
Signboards wrecked; trtw uprooted or broken; telegraph and electric lines 
dnmaged; 2 persons injured. 

Roofs and communication lines damaged; many trees uprooted; path 2% 
miles long. Damage from hail, $1,000 given in the estimate above. 

Much property damaged. Oardens and crops not far enough advanced to 
be materially aflected. 

About 50 percent of the stones were as large as golf balls or slightly larger 
and many remalned on the ground the following morning. Considerable 
daniage to greenhouses and other property, principally windows and 
roofs of dwellings. Little or no crop loss; path 12 miles long. 

Storm struck in the western portion of Okarche in the extreme northern 
portion of Canadian County at 11:lO p. m. and'mowd In a northeasterly 
direction for about 12 miles flnally disaphring a few miles east of King- 
fisher. Property damaged, 1 person Injured, and chickens and farm 
animals killed. 

Property damsged. 

Most of the damage occurred at Shelbyville, where 7 persons were injured. 
Some damage at Mays and Lewisville. 

Most of the damage at Ooshen where 33 persons were injured and 87 houses 
damaged. Some damnge at Plymouth. 

Path from southwest to northeast' no details. 
115 residences and 86 barns destroied; many others damaged wlth more ths  

120 persons Injured. About 85 percent of all losses occurred to town 
property at Alvin in Vermillion County and Lacon in Marshall County. 

Property damage dot estimated. Power 'and electrid lines crippled. some 
livestock kllled. Greatest loss to residence, farm buildings, and ;quip- 
ment. 500 p8rsons were injured. 

Many streams overflowed, lnundatlng roads, bridges, and farms. In 
Chautauqua County many cattle drowned and schools and manufaa 
turiug plants were foioed to close. In  Mayville a train was derailed. 

There were 13 homes 1 school and a number of outbuildings demolished. 
7 persons injured b; falling debris. 

Especially severe in Minnehaha County. Damage to communication llnes 
and trees. 

Communicatlon lines disrupted. tramc halted and highways blocked, and 
.schools closed for several days: 

'Mlles instead of yards.
